Poison  Rules 

CONSOLIDATION  AND  CHANGES 

THE  Home  Office  announce  that  the 
Poisons  Rules  are  to  be  consolidated, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  follow- 
ing changes  in  the  Poisons  List  and 
Rules :  — 

1.  Chlorpropamide,  ethopropazine  and 
pecazine,  and  the  salts  of  these  sub- 
stances, will  be  added  to  Part  I  of 
the  Poisons  List  and  to  the  First  and 
Fourth  Schedules  to  the  Poisons 
Rules. 

2.  Animal  feeding  stuffs  containing  not 
more  than  05  per  cent,  of  sul- 
phonamides  will  be  exempted  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  and  of  the  Poisons 
Rules. 

3.  Rule  31(1)  will  be  amended  to  re- 
quire a  statement  of  the  poisons  in- 
cluded in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List 
and  a  summary  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  and  Rules  affecting  listed 
sellers  of  Part  II  poisons  to  be  at- 

i  tached  to  the  form  ol  application 
prescribed  in  the  Ninth  Schedule; 
the  explanatory  Note  hitherto  pre- 
scribed   in    that    Schedule    will  be 

.  omitted.

In 
1932  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  chemis- 
try department  of  Imperial  College  and 
six  years  later  was  appointed  senior 
lecturer  in  chemistry  at  Melbourne 
University.  During  the  1939-45  war  he 
took  part  in  chemical  work  aimed  at 
developing  new  natural  resources  in 
Australia.  He  returned  to  Britain  in 
1947  to  join  the  Chemistry  Division  at 
the  Atomic  Energy  Research  Establish- 
ment, Harwell,  but  went  back  to  Aus- 
tralia in  1954  to  take  up  his  present 
post  as  professor  of  inorganic  and 
physical  chemistry.  He  is  joint  author 
with  Professor  H.  J.  Emeleus  of 
Modern  Aspects  of  Inorganic  Chem- 
istry.

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NOTES  ON  NEW 
MEDICAMENTS 

BRONTYL  should  replace  the  word  brontophyll 
in  Notes  on  New  Medicaments  (C.  &  D.,  May 
16,  p.  541). 

DECASERPYL.  —  Chemistry:  10-methoxy-de- 
serpidine.  The  compound  is  an  isomer  of 
reserpine,  differing  only  in  having  a  methoxy 
group  in  the  -10  and  not  the  11-position. 
That  small  change  in  structure  is  accompanied 
by  a  change  in  pharmacological  action.  The 
sedative  effects  on  the  central  nervous  system 
are  virtually  eliminated,  as  are  the  toxic  effects, 
but  the  hypotensive  action  of  the  compound  is 
comparable  with  that  of  reserpine  itself.  Fur- 
ther, the  compound  is  rapidly  eliminated  fnm 
the  body,  so  that  the  time  {actor  is  reduced, 
and  the  drug  exerts  its  effects  so  soon  as  the 
minimum  blood  level  is  reached.  Harmonyl  is 
a  preparation  of  deserpidine  that  resembles 
reserpine  in  general  properties  but  has  a 
greater  tranquillising  effect  on  over-aggressive 
patients.  , 

EBIMAR. — Chemistry:  A  sulphated  polysacchar- 
ide obtained  from  seaweed.  Such  compounds 
have  antipeptic  activity  similar  in  some  ways 
to  that  of  natural  gastric  mucin,  and  can 
combine  with  excess  pepsin  or  tissue  protein 
exposed  in  gastric  ulcer  to  prevent  access  of 
proteolytic  enzymes  to  the  damaged  area. 
When  associated  with  an  antacid,  they  neutral- 
ise excess  acid,  and  the  improved  gastric  en- 
vironment promotes  tissue  repair.  Ebimar-Al 
contains  the  polysaccharide  together  with 
aluminium  hydroxide.  Gastric  mucin  has  been 
employed  in  a  similar  way.  Ebimar  thus  repre- 
sents a  breakaway  from  the  conventional  treat- 
ments with  antacids  and  spasmolytics. 

HYDRIL.  —  Chemistry:  6-chloro-7-suIphamyl-3.4 
dihydro- '  .2 .4-benzothiadiazine-l .  1-dioxide.  Dif- 
fers from  chlorothiazide  in  having  two  more 
hydrogen  atoms  in  the  molecule,  with  a  loss  of 
a  double  bond  in  the  3.4  position.  That  slight 
change  in  structure  produces  a  marked  increase 
in  diuretic  activity,  which  may  be  as  much  as 
twenty  times  that  of  the  parent  drug.  The  drug 
also  has  useful  hypotensive  properties,  and  may 
be  used  in  association  with  reserpine  and  simi- 
lar alkaloids.  Other  brands  of  the  derivative 
are  Esidrex  and  Hydrosaluric;  Hydrenox  is  an 
associated  compound  that  has  the  chlorine  re- 
placed by  a  trifluoromethyl  group.  Other  oral 
non-mercurial  diuretics,  apart  from  chlorothia- 
zide, include  acetazolamide  (Diamox),  amino- 
metradine  (Mictine)  and  amisometradine 
(Rolicton).
